M.-LDKiD, Sept. 22.— The Duko of 
Tetuan, tbe Spanisli minister of foreign 
aU'aire, ia ttie coarse of an interview 
to-day with ttie correspondent of tbe 
Associated Press, denied that the gor- 
ernment liad received an ultimatum 
from the United States with regard to 
Cuba, ond said he had received a cable- 
gram from Senor de Lome, the Spanish 
miniater to the United States, to the 
eaine efl'ect, also denying the existence 
of an iiltimatum.' 

La Correspondencia de Eapana asserts 
that pour parlers are proceeding between 
tho United States and Spain for the 
friendly settlement of affairs iu Oaba. 
La Epoca, after denouncing as " sensa- 
tional ' ' ttie Btor^ of an nltimatum, points 
out that no war is possible against Spain 
without the moral and material co-oper- 
ation of the American people. There is 
a great deal of comment as to the origin 
of thd ultimatum canard. It has been 
attributed to a foreign ambassador, but 
all tho ambassadora deny reaponsibilif y. 

The people do not think war is in- 

■itable. It ia asserted that the l..iber- 
als will Boon form a cabinet, and that on 
the return of the Queen from San Sebas- 
tian to Madrid Captain-General vVeyler 
will be recalled frain Cuba and auton- 
omy established in the island,' thus leav- 
ing no pretext for the intervention of 
the United States. 



NEW CUBAN TARIFF. 

Provision for Retalialion on United Stntes 
—Export Duties on Tobacco. 

Wabiii.vgton, Sept, 22. — Copies of the 
new Cuban tariO' law as recently gazet' 
ted at Madrid have been received here 
The preamble recites ; " The government 
shall be able to decree a special charge 
of 30 per cent, of all the duties on the 
products of whatever nation that in the 
application of its general tariff shall pre- 
judice Spain's products by treating 
diflerentially." 

Under this clause the government re- 
tains large discretion to apply an addi- 
tional duty of 80 per cent if American 
duties are construed to prejudice Spain's 
products. The preamble suppresses en- 
tirely the "favored nation" clause, and 
provides that all treaties or commercial 
conventions which affect the customs of 
the island must be special. 

An export duty is levied on tobacco as 
follows: Manufactured tobacco, caaLs of 
cigarettes, 90 cents per thousand ; cut 
for cigarettes, !f3.75 per 100 kilos; cigars, 
.$5.35 per 1,000; leaf tobacco and flUing 
from the province of Santiago de Cuba 
and exported through the custom house 
at Gibar or Manzillo, ii;2,25 per 100 kilos ; 
filling or leaf, $2 per 100 kilos. Leaf 
Buitable for wrappers will pay the same 
duties with an additional 100 percent.

PINCHING THE SWELLS. 

Ttiey Slust Now Pay Duty on Their London 
Uade Clotblng. 

London, Sept. 22. — London tailors 

have been hard hit by the Dingley tariff. 
Travellers find the $100 limit leaves 
room only for two cheap suits. Many 
oniers liave l)een countermanded since 
the new tariff came into operation and 
the tailors are in despair at the loss of 
so much trade. Some big houses have 
been accustomed in the past to send 
travellers with samples to take orders in 
America, but their business has not 
been killed. It is tbe smaller London 
tailors who utter complaints about the 
Dingley tariff and who are de- 
vising all sorts of schemes to 
evade its provisions. lOvery Ameri- 
can going liack with light luggage is 
being implored to carry clothes to friends 
to the hundred dollar liniit. Uno guest 
at tho Hotel Cecil has distributed in this 
way $500 worth of clothes among half a 
(kzen friends. Another scheme is to 
bring in enough clothing for a suit in the 
guise of a travelling rug, Tbe London 
tailors' association will debate the Ding- 
ley bill at the next meeting. Some .Viii- 
eiicans before leaving are giving away 
clothes bought early in lue season. In- 
quiries are lieing made on every hand as 
to the enforcement of the Dingley law, 
ladies being especially interested about 
gloves. 

LONDON BANKEKS PROTEST. 

They Dissent From tbe Bank of England's 
Action Respecting Silver. 

I^o.vDON, Sei)t. L'L',— .\ meeting of the 
bankers of London called to protest 
against the action of the governor of the 
Bank of England in relation to the silver 
reserve, was held at tbe clearing house 
to-day. There was a larco attendance of 
representatives of jiowtrfal iiitercBts. 
Several of tlie prominent banks were not 
rejjresented, but according to tho etale- 
nienta of those who participated in the 
meeting, their absence was due to the 
fact that their heads were not in or near 
London at the present time. A resolution 
protesting against the Bank of Juig- 
land's projiosed action was adopted. 
This resolution was embodied in a letter 
to tlie governor and it will be presented 
to-morrow. The bankers who were pro- 
aoni at to-day's meeting were pledged to 
secrecy in regard to the proceedings. Mr. 
l^obert Benson, who threatened at tho 
recent meeting of the J^ank of England 
to sell Ilia hank stock if silver reservea 
were held, took a prominent part in the 
meeting to-day. The protest upon the 
part of the London bankers ia unprece- 
dented and is the only thing talked 
about at present in financial circles.

THE SAOSAGE MAN'S PLEA. 

The Bones and Rings ^ere Not Those of 
His Vtrife and She la SUU 
Alive. 

Chicago, Sept. 22, — Lawyer Vincent 
sprung a unrprise on the prosecution in 
the Luetgert murder trial in his open- 
ing statement to-day by reference to a 
man named Eoot Davey, through whom, 
he said, all of Luetgert'a trouble arose, 
and whoae actions have resulted in Luet- 
gert being arraigned for his wife's mur- 
der. The lawyer claimed that Davey 
swindled Luetgert out of ,$25,000, de- 
luding him with vain hopes of swallow- 
ing the Armours and Cudahys ; that the 
loss of this money drove Mrs, Luetgert 
insane and slie wandered away from 
home while demented. Attorney Vin- 
cent startled the prosecution by themag- 
nitude of his claims. That Mrs, Luet- 
cert is alive, he said, he would prove by 
witnesses who had seen her since May 1, 
and he would also prove that the bones 
found in the vat were not human, but 
were put there by the police authorities. 
As for the rings claimed to be Mra, Luct- 
gert's, the attorney said he would show 
that they were not hers and that she 
had never seen them. The attorney's 
speech made an impression on those in 
the court room and there was a more 
cheerful smile on Luetgert's face. 

THE UNITED STATES WAY. 

Some Collector Will Probably Rise Superior 
to the Attorney-General's 
Decision, 

Xew Yoiiic, Sept. — .\ Washington 
dispatch to the Sun says: "Col. J. F. 
Evans, of San Francisco, an expert in 
customs matters, said to-night that the 
decision of the Attorney-General on 
clause 22 of the Dingley tariff was not 
binding on the treasury department. It 
merely expressed tbe opinion of one 
branch of the government, acting in an 
advisory capacity to another. Ho said 
the applicability of the discriminating 
duty would probably get into tho courts 
upon tlio action of some collector of cus- 
toms in assessing it on foreign goods 
brought into the United States tlirough 
Canada. This will coiujiel the importer 
to ajipeal. 



YELLOW FEVEIl 

Rapidly Spreading in IVIisslaslppi and Has 
Appeared in Texas. 

Ki)\v.\itDs, Misa., Sept. 22, — Eight new 
casea of yellow fever are reported here, 
making the total to date eighty, with 
three deaths. Tbe disease is rapidly 
apreading, and while it is regarded as a 
mild tvpe, indications are that nothing 
but killing frost can give permanent re- 
lief, 

Al'sti.v, Te-x:. , Sept. 22. — Yellow fever 
has appeared in Texas. Governor Cul- 
berson received a teleiiram from state 
health odiccr Swearing to-duy, announe- 
iiig a genuine case, at Beaumont. It was 
that of a small boy, wlio died at an eaily 
hour thia morning.

AFRAID TO WORK. 

Miners Anxious to Resume Operations 
Frightened OfT by Women 
Rioters. 

Hazeltox, Pa., Sept. 22.— Tlie peace 
of the anthracite district was disturbed 
by only one outbreak to-day. When the 
men at Pardee's BoUiery reported for 
work a crowd of strikers, led by women, 
assembled about the mine, and their 
threats of violence to the would-be 
workers were ao menacinn that the 
troops were asked for. A detachment 
of cavalry was sent over and remained 
during the greater part of the day. 
There was no further trouble, but only a 
small minority of the miners were cour- 
ageous enouuh to work. 

PUNISIIINU THE REBELS. 

General Jeflerles Ueetlng Uttle Opposition 

in This Task. 

Si.MiiA, Sept. 22. — The brigade of Gen- 
eral Jeli'eriea continues the task of pun- 
ishment of the rebels. Yesterday Sum- 
ra Kahn's village, Zogai, was chastized. 
Gen. Jeflerles encountered but small 
opposition, though several Sepoys of the 
Afridia tribes deserted with rillea and 
ammunition. Oneof the Afridia killed 
a fellow-sentry, and a Sikh deserted. 
Both took their rifles. After the attack 
on General Blood at Lariki last evening 
the enemy left twenty dead upon the 
field. 



BAD FOR HALIFAX. 

Grand Trunk Railway Will Back Up Steam- 
ship Lines in Staying Away. 

MoNTREAi,, Sept. 22. — The Grand 
Trunk Railway is backing up the Allan 
and Dominion linea in their refusal to 
call at Halifax unless the Dominion 
Government continnes the subsidies. 
General Traffic Manager ReoviB admitted 
in an interview that the railway would 
do all it could to have Halifax dropped 
in favor of Portland, where the Grand 
Trunk has no competitors. It is hoped 
by this to receive the bulk of the winter 
esport trade over their own line. 

MUST BE CAREFUL. 

Greece Will No Longer Enjoy the Protection 
of the European Concert, 

Athens, Sept. 22, — It ia reported here 
that Count Maraviel'f, the Kuseian for- 
eign minister, has told the Greek min- 
ister at St. Petersburg that the European 
concert considered it had finislied its 
mission, and that any deciaion taken by 
Greece would be made at her own risk 
and peril. General Smolenaki baa been 
ordered to start for Vol inuuediatelv. 



THE INDUN PLAGUE. 

Uneasiness Over a Report That It Has 

Spread to Northern Caucasus. 

London, Sept, 22. — A despatch to the 
Daily News from Odeasa says: "There 
are ainiater reports of the appearance of 
the Indian plague in the Northern Can- 
casus during the last five daya.

There 
was a markeii reaction at one time during 
the clay, due to the sharp jirolit taking in 
Koek Island on llie aiiiioiincement of the 
declaration of a 1 per cent. (|iiarti'rly divi- 
dend. Tlie recent sharp rise in" Koek 
Island was acconipunied by irresponsible 
rumors tliat the divideiul rate would 
be r'^duced. Some of the soUers of 
the stock professed disappointment that 
the rate was made only 4 per cent, and the 
bears used this aa material for n drive 
against the market. The strong recovery 
in ConsolidiUed (las and Ijrooklyii I'ninn, 
the former rising 11 jioints and the latter 
tended to steady the market. The re- 
ports of an engagement cd' gold for import 
were vague and not deliiiitely conlirnied 
until tlie close of the market, hut the 
riiiiuirs current served to rally the whole 
market strongly and briiii.; prices to Ihe 
best of the day al the close. The net gains 
in all of the active slocks ranged from I to 
2 points.

Dominion President and Secretary of the 
Young VVoiuen's Christian Asso- 
cittliuii Here. 

The meeting held yesterday afternoon 
in the V.M.(J..\. rooms for tho purpose 
of hearing addresses from Mrs. McDou- 
gall and Miaa liottercll, the Dominion 
president and secretary of 'be V, W.C.A., 
waa well attended. These Imliea, who 
uro engaged in organiziiiL' new branchea 
of the association and aasieting those al- 
ready eatabliahed, have awakened re- 
newed interest in the city members 
by their addresses and helpful 
counsel. Mrs. McDougall took John 
17th for the Bible reading, and 
afterwards, in a really excellent 
address, dealt with the epiritual 
side of the Young Women's work. Miaa 
HiitteroU, who, in addition to her posi- 
tion of Doiniiiioii secretary of the associ- 
ation, holda that of secretary of the 
world'a branch, gave an ilkiatration 
of tho fact that the a.«SMi'iatiun 
binds the world in the attempt to ac- 
complish its particular work. Speaking 
of the work Miaa iJotterell divided it 
into four departmenta, social, jitiysicial, 
inti'llectiial and apiritiial, eniphasiaing 
the fact that the secret of Eueceaa was 
found in tho worda, " Not by iiiit;bt, nor 
by power, but by my spirit, gaith the 
Lord." Mra. i\IcDjugall suggeatcd that 
classes which would prove beneficial to 
the young women should bo ortranized, 
making special mention of the Victorian 
Order of Nurses.

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FARMERS IN POLITICS. 



Ibe auiiouuiiemt'nt is made that the 
farmera propoBt^ to employ the insti- 
tutes to be formed under the act of last 
SBBsion as political aaaociations. We 
thiuk that very lew persona can eeii- 
ously contemplate aaything of the kind, 
or, ii they do, that they have not fully 
considered the nature of the farmers' 
inBtitutes. These organizations arepub- 
lic institutions, entitled to grants of 
public money, undsr certain conditione, 
and it would be an un-heard of thing to 
convert such institutions into political 
clnba. In fact, aa the objects of the in- 
Etitutes are defined by law, they cannot 
legally be devoted to political qaeetions. 
This is eimply the statement of a legal 
propofiition, made bo as to prevent mis- 
tike3 by well-meaninj; people. 

In rejjard to the active participation 
of farmers in politics, it is a thing most 
earnestly to be wished. No claas of the 
community is more deeply interested in 
the passage oC good laws and the pro- 
per administration of them than they. 
We say this not fls a mere form of 
words, but as the statement of an ecoao 
iiiic fact, now admitted by all thought 
fill public men. It is perfectly true that 
no government can make times Rood or 
bad for tbe farmers. The world has 
been so knit top;etber by the appliances 
ot modern civilization that the prosper- 
ity ot every agricultural section may be, 
and very frequently is, afiected by con- 
ditions existiujr thouaanda of miles 
away and in other countries; but there 
are many waya in which the government 
and its administration touch the .far- 
mer. Tbe conatraation of roads, bridges 
and wharves, the establishment o! fer- 
ries, tbe maintenance of Bchoolo, the 
incidence of taxation, the improve 
meat of live etoek, the encouragement 
of dairying, the introduction of new 
varieties of eeeda and fruits, the promo 
tion of co-operative methods, rates of 
interest, the cost and efficiency of local 
government, irrigation, dyking, and 
other matters, are all proper subjects of 
legislatioi: and adiiiiniatration, and they 
all contribute to a yreatt;r or less extent 
to the prosperity of the farming com- 
munity. 

It ia itnpoBBible to estimate too highly 
the advantage which a country derives 
from the prosperity of those who till the 
soil. Given a eominnnity of husband- 
men, tilling their own land and with a 
good market at hand for their produce, 
and wo have almost ideal couditiona ; tve 
have a foundation upon which there 
may be built op Bubatantial wealth. In 
a province like our own, it is especially 
important that our farmers should do 
well. The Coi.oh'i.sT has on several oc 
caaiona pointed out how much money ia 
sent away every year for produce that 
can be raised at home quite as well 
anywhere else. If this money that is 
paid to the farmers of Washington, Ore 
gon and Oalifornia were paid to tbe 
farmers of British Colnmbia, it would 
find its way into every avenue of busi- 
iiess and give every industry a greatly 
needed impetus. We do not intimate 
that there is anything that the govern 
ment or the legislature can do directly 
to secare the home market to our own 
people ; but we can very well believe 
that many things can be done that will 
in<iirectly contribute to such a result 

The CoLONF.sr referred the other day 
to the desirability of eometliing being 
done to improve the quality of sheep 
raised in British Oolumbia. Doubtless 
also much could be done to improve tbe 
qnsli^ of the cattle, both from tbe 
standpoint of the dairyman and the 
butcher. There are some persons who 
'Object to this on the score that it is an 
interference with private enterprise, but 
we are BBtisfied that there ia nothing in 



that. In a speech 'delivered in England 
recently. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 

chancellor of the exchequer, declared it 
to be the intention of the government lo 
inaugurate the policy of improving the 
live stock of the United Kingdom. The 
idea is to see that pure-bred sires of all 
classes of stock are made available to 
farmers in all parts of the Kingdom. 
This looks like a comparatively small 
matter ; but it is not, for from the suc- 
cessful carrying out of such a line of 
policy very great things would re- 
sult. Borne years afro the farmers 
of New BrauBwictk were invited to 
inform the government as to what they 
thought they needed more than anything 
else and the great majority of the re- 
plies were in favor of the importation of 
bettor breeds of sheep at the govertunent 
expense to be sold at auction to the 
farmers. The importation was at once 
made. This was only one of fnany such 
importations, which have placed the 
(luality of New Brunswick sheep on so 
high a basis that they command the 
higliest price in the markets of Boston 
and New York. 

Wo need not enlarge upon the value 
that good roads and bridges are to far- 
mers. They cheapen the cost of market- 
ing produce and hence are a direct 
source ot profit. As to the other matters 
mentioned above^ — an article or two 
might be written upon any one of them. 
The aurprise ia not that the farmers of 
British Columbia should eeek to exer- 
cise a greater inSuence in politics, but 
that they have been content to remain 
in the background eo long. They may 
rest assured that the way to secure con- 
sideration tor their interests is to make 
their wants known. Tliey have no rea- 
son to complain if their real wants are 
not met, if tbey fail to make those wants 
known. No matter what particular set 
of men may form the ministry of the 
day, the farmers may rely upon it that 
what they ask will be done if the thing 
is at all practicable. 

Whettier tlie best plan to accomplish 
what the farmers need, and what we 
would all like to see done, is to form a 
third party, as is proposed, is question- 
able. The experience of the Province ot 
Ontario is not calculated to encourage 
the belief that it is. The Patrons of In- 
dustry, as a political body, were a fail- 
ure, As a rule such organizations usu- 
ally become so much additional strength 
to the dominant political party. There 
does not appear to be in Canadian poli- 
tics any place for a third party. Even 
in the United States, where there are 
millions of voters, the third party move- 
ment was a failure. It either ab- 
sorbed or waa absorbed by the Demo- 
cratic party, and the consequence 
was the strengthening of the hands of 
the Republicans, which was exactly the 
antipodes of its object. We think that 
the experience ot all countries is to the 
ellect that the farmers gain moat in a 
political way by efforts put forward 
througti che medium of existing political 
parties. 

We have spoken very freely on this 
subject, because the proposed movement 
to establish a Farmers' Alliance as a 
political organization is one that pos- 
seeses a great deal ot interest. With the 
object aimed at we have the heartiest 
sympathy. We speak now of the gen- 
eral object, nainely to improve the con- 
dition of the farming community as far 
as that can be done through legislation 
and public administration. We favor in 
the conipletest sense a strong and public 
declaration of what the farmers believe 
they need, and we hope when sucli a de- 
claration ie made it will be one to which 
the Colon isr can give its hearty BU])port.

The News-Advertiser, which pretends 
that the record of 'Mv. Cotton as a public 
man may not properly be referred to in 
connection with his utterances in his 
paper, began a perfectly gratuitous per- 
sonal attack upon the editor of the 
Colonist in the course of which it has 
employed language which it -would not 
presume to employ in a private con- 
versation. To this no reply has been 
made and none will be made; but when 
the News-Advertiser says that the 
Colonist " was compelled indirectly to 
admit that it made a deliberately false 
statement " in regard to the News-Adver- 
tiser's position on the railway policy, we 
will say that it directly states what is 
not true and what it knows ia not true. 
The News-Advertiser has simply shirked 
the issue. We do not propose to let it 
draw a herring across the scent. It may 
assert day after day, that the editor of 
the Colonist is antrathful. It may re- 
fer to him in any way it can possibly in- 
vent, but this cannot alter the following 
facts : 

1st. The friends of Mr. Ootton had so 
little confidence in his good faith that 
they compelled him to sign an agree- 
ment to remain true to them. His word 
was worthless. They insisted on his 
promise in writing. 

2nd. Mr. Cotton played fast and loose 
with his political friends during the 
whole of the last session of the legisla- 
ture. 

3rd. Mr. Cotton sought to get a railway 

scheme of his own adopted and tried to 
enlist the co-operation of certain promi- 
nent capitalists. After that lie opposed 
the government policy. 

ilh. The News-Advertiser believed 
that the election law of 1890 was atill in 
force and that this was "the first and 
necessary issue " of 1898. 

6th. The News-Advertiser condemns 
the railway policy ; yet its editor on the 
lloor of the house supported the Caasiar 
Central Railway bill and the land 
grants to the two other Cassiar railways. 

Gth. The News- Advertiser has charged 
the government with botches and jobs, 
and yet its editor sat in his place dumb 
during a whole session, so far as any- 
thing of tills kind went, and never so 
much as intimated in his paper that a 
single botch or a single job had been 
perpetrated. 

7tli. The grounds which the Hews-Ad- 
vertisernow takea against the railway 
{lolicy were not taken when the bill was 
before the house, either by itself or by 
Mr. Cotton. 

These are public matters. They are 
germane to the election contest of 1S9S. 
We are quite unconcerned as to what 
epithets the News-Advertiser applies to 
the Colonist or its editor. It is neces- 
sary when dealing with certain people 
t3 be prepared for a shower of mud. It 
is unpleasant, but the Colonist does not 
propose to he swerved from its duty to 
e.'cpose the hoUowneaa of the local op- 
position by anything of that sort. 



The British Colnmbia Mining Record, 
London, objects to a new company that 
has been floated in r,oiidon on the 
ground that the ilircctoratu contains no 
names of importance wliatovor. It is no 
part of the buainesa of the Colonist to 
defend the company In question, about 
which we, in point of fact, know no 
more than anyone else, but it is rather 
refreshing to bo told that the absnnco of 
" names of iuiportance " is an objiiction 
to a company. Ordinarily the cry is the 
other way, the practice being to. warn 
the public against companies having 
" names of importance " on the., board, 
on tbe cround that these names are only 
bait with which to catch the unwary. If 
British investors would look more to the 
merits of ventures submitted to them 
and leas to tlio names on the board of 
directors we can answer for British Col- 
umbia, at least, that tbey would fare 
better. The fact that a bona fide pro- 
ject, handled by practical men, has to 
be bolstered up by " important names " 
to coainiand the confidence of a certain 
cliiBB of people, is one of the greatest 
sources of danger to investors.

The interest that has been evinced in 
the organization of Farmers' Institutes, 
provision for which was made at the 

last session of the legislature is 
growing very rapidly. The govern- 
ment have secured the services of Mr. T. 
1'. I'aterson, one ot the [irufeeaorH in the 
(Mtario Agricultural College, Guelph, 
who has obtained a three months' leave 
of absence, to deliver a series of ad- 
dresses in this province in connection 
with tlio organization of the Institutes 
and general agricultural matters. Mr. 
Paterson is highly recommended by 
authorities in the East as a practical 
agriculturist and a clever speaker, He 
has had considerable experience in con- 
nection with Institute work in Ontario, 
where the system has been very success- 
fully worked out, and has had e-xperience 
of British Columbia, having been for 
BJinetiine a resident of the province. 
His visit will be of special interest and 
value at the present time. 




A MATTER OF INTEREST. 

There is a movement on foot to intro- 
duce Dominion issues into provincial 
politics, although its promoters deny 
that their intention is to run provincial 
politics on Dominion lines. To state 
such a case is to shosv ita utter im- 
p acticability. The Times, which makes 
the first positive declaration on the sub- 
ject, does not state the proposition in 
quite as bald terms as we have used 
above, but. that is what it means. A 
convention of Liberals is to be held 
" primarily to consider organization for 
Dominion purpoecH alone," but at this 
convention the Times wants provincial 
politics discussed and hopes that tbe 
convention will "frame ita policy," "de- 
clare ita aims and purposes " and " for- 
mulate ita basis of action." Before dis- 
cuBsirg this article at any length, we ask 
the Times to state whether the words we 
have quoted from it refer to federal or 
local ifflues. Judging from tbe caption 
of the article and tbe connection in 
which they are used, we think they re- 
fer to local issues ; but we have learned 
by experience from our opposition con- 
timporariea not to take their language 
aa meaning what under ordinarj'circum- 
atancea it would mean. If by the lang- 
uage quoted the Times means that the 
proposed Liberal convention should take 
the action suggested in regard to federal 
iasues, we have nothing whatever to aay. 
It is eminently jiroijer for a party con- 
vention to take such a lire of action, al- 
though we cannot eav tbnt the exper- 
ience of political parties in Canada is 
favourable to cat-and-dried programmes. 
If the referenea is to local issaes, then 
the fact cannot be too generally known 
that it is proposed to bold a Liberal con- 
vention ostensibly to deal with matters 
relating to the ])ominion at large, but 
really to organizio for the provincial cam- 
paign of 1898. 



THE INDIAN ARMY. 

The Imperial Army in India consists 
at the present time of 73,000 British 
troops with 88 batteries of artillery and 
165,000 native troops with 14 batteries, 
in all 238,000 men with 102 batteries of 
artillery of 6 guns each. This is un- 
doubtedly one of the finest armies in the 
world. The British soldiers on every 
occasion when their mettle is tried show 
tliemselves to be splendid fighters. The 
Indian troops are composed of excel- 
lent material. A writer in Blackwood's 
says that no British officer, who has ever 
commanded native troops, doubts their 
bravery. Scarcely ever does a native 
Indian eoUlier doveloj) qualities ot 
leaderaliip, but we suppose that the sys- 
tem baa much to do with this, for it is 
not desirable to have men trained to 
handle large bodies of men, who might 
on some occasion be prompted to act 
against the British. The failure of the 
Mutiny in 1857 was due in a large meas- 
ure to the lack of leaders among the 
mutineers, that ia of men capable of 
handling largo bodies of soldiers. 

The Indian Army is made up of a 
variety of races and representatives of 
difTerent religions. There are Brah- 
nians, Mussulmans and Bajputs, Goork- 
ers, .lats and Uograa, with Sikhs and 
Pathans. Tliere are men from the 
Himalayas and from the Suliman range, 
from the plains, of the Indus anu tlio 
table lands of the interior. This diver- 
sity of origin and religious belief is an 
element of strength because it renders 
general discontent unlikely. A Hindu 
writer has written to an ]<<nglish paper 
regarding British rule in India. lie 
Bays that India is destined to lie inde- 
pendent, but only at a remote day. He 
says that Great Britain ia to be his coun- 
try's regenerator, but that the process of 
regeneration will be long. " Not our 
cliildren nor yet our grandchildren will 
see British dominion removed frum 
India," ho says, and elsewhere he states 
that the restoration of the country to its 
independence will be a matter of cen- 
turies. Centuries to India are like de- 
cades to Europe. 



Is illastration of the truthful tactics 
pursued by some of the opposition prees 
it may be observed that the Kootenaia.-^ 
says the Colonist has abandoned the 
discussion of provincial politics. 



A Boston man, named Frederick 
Gregory Forsyth, who claims to be the 
N'icomte de Fronsac, has instituted or is 
about to institute suits to be declared 
owner of tjie provinces of New Brunswick 
aud Nova Scotia. He claims the title 
through a patent granted to one of his 
ancestors by a King of France. The 
Boston Post says if he wins his suit it 
means complete destitution to the 800,- 
000 people inhabiting the two provinces. 
It is quite safe to say that he will not 
win the suit. The King of France had 
no right to give what he did not himself 
own. The claim stands on the same 
footing as that of Lord Baltimore to the 
state of Maryland, and of divers and 
sundry people to the city of New York. 



We are in receipt of the lifih report oi

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. ^.THE DECEASED PRELATE. 

Particulars of the Lnat Moments of Bishop 
Leinmens and Appreciative Guate- 
lUQlan Reference. 

The following account of the last houra 
of Bishop Lemmens has been translated 
for the Monitor from La Fe of August 
20tb, a Guatemala journal published in 
the intereala of the Ohurch : 

" While Bishop Lemmena remained in 
this city wo estinaate that he confirmed 
15,000 persons. Owing to the prolonged 
exile of Archbishop Oasanova, there 
were very many in this Bepublie who 
had not received the Sacrament of Con- 
lirmatiou. The population of the capi- 
tal waa, (liiriiiK Bistioi) LL>ramenB' stay, 
theedilied witness of Iub untiring zeal in 
carrying; out tlio work of hia apoatolate. 

" Soon afterward, with the approba- 
tion of Archbishop Casanova, he tra- 
voraed the western counties, confirming 
a largo number of children in Cliimalton- 
ango, Solola, Totonicnpaui, Quezalten- 
augo, Siiu Marcos, Mazetenango, IJetal- 
biiieu and other vilhiges. It was in Ru- 
talhuleu, aa he hiiiieeif informed us, that 
he began to feel the first symptoms of 
the miasma which Drought him to his 
grave. 

"The zeal of Bishop Lemmens knew 
no fatigue. No sooner had he returned 
from the West than he resolved to visit 
the Northern counties, and if possible to 
reach Peten, the most remote. This 
journey, which he took alone and with 
the most scanty resources, forms the 
most beautiful chapter in his life. Poor, 
with only one companion, without 
knowled)!e of the country, in the depth 
of the rainy season, by the worst of 
roads over ru^iiged mountains ho readied 
Flores, the caijitiil of Peten. ex-erciaing 
his ministry aa lie went. Il seemed as 
if the ftucicLit luisaioiiariee of the time 
of the coiuiuest had come to life again 
in the person of Bishop Lemmens, ami 
tliough it is doubtful if he waa tlio lirst 
bishop to visit I'eten, it is undeniable 
that ho ia the only Ijiahop during the 
past two cuuturies whose zeal drew him 
to those desolate and sparsely populated 
regions. Tlie return from Peten was 
more diflicult than the journey thither. 
He left there on the 28th of June, saileil 
for several daya on the river Pasion, 
travelled a whole week on foot through 
the mountains, living entirely on pal- 
mito, and on the 18th of July he reached 
the hacienda of a Senor Garcia, near 
Caliabon. Althongh he was suH'ering 
severely, he went to Lanquin and sev- 
eral otlier places and eoniirmed many 
children. On the L'lst, however, on 
reaching Saa Pedro Carclio at five in 
the afternoon in a heavy rainstorm, 
he was compelled to take to his bed. 
Typhoid fever set in and the disease was 
complicated by otlier maladies. Tlio 
medical treatment given him during the 
twelve days he remained at Carcha 
proved useless. He grew worse every 
hour and had them boar his confession 
and aduiiniater holy communion and 
administer extreme unction. Likewise 
he received the papal benediction. 

"From the beginning of his illness the 
Bishop bad manifested a desire to eo to 
C>ban. This move had been pnt off be- 
c mse of the state of his health and the 
doctor's advice. But at last, yielding to 
tLe repeatel entreaties of the illustrious 
patient, they brought him to that city 
oa the ninth, arriving there at ten at 
niglit. The IJishop was received by a 
triumphal procession and was lodged in 
the conventual liouse, Recognizing that 
his end waa at hand, ho made his will 
and at one o'clock in the morning of the 
10th of Aiigast lu! gave up his soul to his 
Creator. He siiO'ered no pain and died 
peacefully wilhoiit any movement ex- 
<3dpt to take the hand of Joae Maria Fu- 
entee, tiis attendant, and to lift bis eyes 
to heaven with the words, " I am going 
away. " 

" riie interment, which took place on 
the eleventh, was of the most solemn 
character. After the exequies, the body 
was carried in procession through the 
streets followed by an immense multi- 
tude, and waa buried in the parish 
chu ch, ih^Bime church in which lie 
the remains »i Fray Tomas Pena, the 
third Biahnp of Verapaz, and the only 
one of the live who held that now extin 
gniahed diocese, who died in hia church 
It is a singular coincidence that the 
ashes of the Apostolic Bishop Lommoni 
sleep in that same land which tlntt die 
tinguished Apostle Fray Bartolme de las 
Casae, hallowed with his virtues and 
conquered for Jesus Christ more than 
three hundred years ago. 

" The deceased waa a man of great vir 
ttie and knowledge. On this subject we 
quote the words of one. who knew him 
well ; ' The vtrtnes of Bishop Lemmens 
were solid and varied, but over all tow- 
ered hia zeal. No hardships, no incon 
venience appeared to him to be sufii 
cient excuse to refuse assistance to 
those who iieeili'd his ministration. He 
was easily a i)|)roac!ial)le, an<l even llie 
poorest Indian was never denied 
auiliunce though he came during the 
hours of niuala or of rest. He passed 
em ire days lieariiig (tonieasions and aii 
mmisterir'g eonlinnalion. Never have 
I seen liiiii refuse alms to a lieggur, 
even in suapiciuus cases, and he who 
neglected even his necessary personal 
comforts, gave to othera with a free 
hand. His first care on reaching an inn 
was to see with his own eyes tliat his 
companion waa well lodged. Without 
display, he was extremely pious. His 
prayers, whenever his occupations per- 
mitted it, were extended into the night 
hours and were full of fervor. On reach 
ini{ a place, he visited the church the 
first'of all, and after praying there ho 
lileasud the assetnbled people. Sliorta 
time as I liave known this illustrious 
gf'iitlemaii, I have learned to esteem 
him as a man of the most elevated piety 
and most solid erudition, though his un- 
all'ected hninility sedulously concealed 
both. All who met him bear witness to 
his lovai)lu oliiiracter.' 

" 111 concliKiiug tliese few lines, the 
editor of La Fo exi)re88e8 hia sympathy 
with tliu alllicted cliurch of Vancouver, 
ami prays that God has already taken 
the soul o( its illustrious pastor to His 
bosom. 

" We also desire to make honorable 
mention of the parish priests of Carcha 
and Goban, who wei-e untiring in their 
services to the deceased prelate during 
his last illness."

No. S17S. 

A By-Law 

To Regulate the Erection and continuance 
t>r wash-houses, the Washing and drying 
of clothes In the open air, and for com 
palling the removal of all structures 
within 40 feet of any street used for tl\e 
purpose of washing and drying clothes 
the open atr. 



WHEREAS it is (loenu'd expcdioni that 
the regulations hereiiial'lcr contiiiiu-il 
shall bi; innde: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows : — 

1. No building of any Idnd shall be useil 
for a wash-houso or laundry -unless ample 
provision is niiule for the drainnge of nil 
slops anil materials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the Medical Henltli OUicer 
or Sanitary Inspector for the time being of 
the City. , 

2. Proper wnshi'-K tubs, orolher rocpi)ta- 
cles for holding water and nuitciiala for 
washing clothes, shull be provided by the 
owner or licensee of every public wash-house 
or laundry, and every such tub or other re- 
ceptacle shall be Jittud witli waste pilies at 
least twi. inclu's in diamcUT, proprrly con- 
nected witli the pulilic sewers or drains to 
the satisriK iioii of the said lieallh OUicer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The main waste pipe shall not bo less 
than four inche-s in diameter and shall, if 
inside the budding, he of extra heavy cast 
iron with fittings tu correspond ; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tulis or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be less than two inches 
in diameter; €very such main waste pipe 
shall linish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating jupe and shall be 
carried to a Jieiglit. nliove all -^nrromuling 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pipes to tubs or other receptacles shall be 
titled with strainers so tliat no rags of any 
kind can paas through. 

4. Slioiild such main waste pipe be under- 
ground and outside the building, vitrllicd 
pipe of the size named may be used, except 
the ventilating pipe which must be 4-inch 
standard cast iron. 

5. All waste pipes from lid)S or other re- 
ceptacles shall empty over the tn|i nf a 
proper vitritied grease traj), with at least 12 
inches removal grating on top and with 
sides built up si.x inches with good brick 
and cement to prevent s])lash above the top 
of said grease traj), otherwise a iiro])erly 
constructed lead grease trap may be used, 
of at least 12 inches diameter, with a 4-inch 
removal screw cap and properly ventilated 
above roof. 

(!. All buildings used as wa^ll-llolls('s or 
laundries shall be litted, in addition to the 
a'love-nientioned pipes, witJi proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 24 
gauge, of the size ot at least PJ inches in 
diameter, which shall be carried id)ove the 
nulin roof. The opening id' sorb pipe or 
shaft shall be at least 10 feet above any 
opening or window in the said building, or 
ill any adjoining building within 50 feet 
ofsiirhpiiie or shaft so t hat all sli'iiin or 
odours may have free access to the air 
withoutcausing u nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood. 

7. lOvery tub or other washing receiitacle 
shall be liiriiislied witli a hood which shall 
be placed over and bo of siillicient .size to 
envelop the samu, and shall be eoimecteil 
with tlie nlain pipe or shaft by a jiipe of 
sulhcient capacity to catch and convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other st niol ti re or ercc- 
tlou shall bo ereoted or const ructeil on the 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laundry, or on any portion of any 
lot or jjiece of ground used or o('('U)iii'd in 
connection with any wasli-hnuseor Inumlry 
in any part of the JIunicipality, within 10 
feet of any street or highway, for the pur- 
pose of, or that may be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or oiring in the open air of any 
(luilii-., linens or other materials of a like 
nature. 

9. Every wooden or other structure or 
erection n<iw ereclvd or constructed, or in 
course dl' . rccticiii or construction, on the 
outside of any building, or on any lot or 
piece of grou imI in any part of the Munici- 
pality, within 10 li.ct of any street or high- 
way, for the p!irp.i-ie of, or that may be 
nsi'd for, the wa.-liiiig, dry!!>,:--r airing in 
the o]ien iiir of any rlulh^ -. Ihmmi, im- other 
materials of the like nature, shall be forth- 
witli pulled down and removed by the own- 
er, lessee or occupier, and ;ii the event of 
the owner, lessee or oei upirr refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and i-i-in.iVr ■-iich 
wooden or other strueturi' or em iiini, the 
I'orporation of the City of Victoria may 
cause such wooden or other structure or 
erection to be pulled down anil removed at 
t he cx pi'use of t he uwncr, lc>-cc ,,]• , M cuj.icr 
so refusing or nfgleeling to inilld.iw n the 
same, and moy recover tlieexjiense thereof, 
with costs, iu Jike manner as municipal 
taxes. 

10. Any person or perscns or tlie servant 

or agent, servants or agents of any person or 



take notice tliat anyone <3«sirous of apply- 
ing to have such by-law, or any ptirt there- 
of, quttslied, must make hia application for 
that purpose to the Supreme Court within 
one month next after the publication of 
this by-law in the British Columbia Ga- 
zette, or he will be too late to be beard in 
that behalf.

There was troublo and to spare one 
Clay last week iu a back yard on Brook- 
lyn Heights. The oanse of it was an in- 
nocent cookatoo which had flown away 

from homo mid found its way to the 
top of a treo near State street, between 
Henry street and Garden plat!0. Whero 
tho strange bird came from there is no- 
body to tell. 

It was first discovered by the large 
and!^ noisy colony of English sparrows 
which inhabits that vicinity. The first 
sparrow to see tho foreiguor lost no 
time in communicating tho uows of it3 
discovery to its mates, and in three 
minutes no less than 60 sparrows had 
assembled to examine tlio strange visit- 
»r and exchange views about him. They 
look places on all sides of tho cookatoo 
and began a chattering which soon at- 
tracted attention from all the neighbor- 
ing windows. They hopped about from 
branch to branch, but novor approach- 
ed nearer than a yard to the puzzled 
stranger. For a time tho cockatoo view-

THE SHREW MOUSE. 



Some Queer Supcratttions About a 1Tam>- 
less Little Anlmnl. 

The shrew, or sinew nionso, as it is 
coiiinionly called, is found in nearly. all 
part.s of the world. It is distinguished 
by an elongated, pointed muzzle, small 
eyes, plantigrade, six toed feet and 
ghinils that secrete a musky fluid, Al- 
tog( titer it clo.sely resembles a mouse, 
but it is really uot related to tho mouse 
family. 

When at liome, it is either under a 
pile of ruljbish or in a hole which it 
has burrowed in the eartli. It is noctur- 
nal in its habits, but perfectly harm- 
less, yet at one time it was much dis- 
liked and iiersecnted because it was 
thought to bo a dangerous, mischievous 
animal. Among the Italians tho notion 
was prevalent that the hito of a shrew 
was extrenndy poi.soiions. Tlie French 
and tlie lilnglish believiid tliat if a shrew 
ran over an animal's foot the aninial 
felt great pain and eventually beci'.mo 
paralyzed. Hence if a iior.so, a cov.' or a 
goat became a little stiff in its limbs 
the foolish piHiple ;it onco declared it 
"shrew struck, " and tho poor shrews 
had to suffer in consequence. 

Of course tho "shri^w struck" animal 
had to have something to cure it, so an 
ash tree was selected and a deep hole 
was bored into its trunk. Then a shrew 
was captured, put; alivo into the hole, 
tlii^ luile v,-as securely jihigged and tho 
iuuocent little animal svas left to dio of 
starvtuidii. 

The ignorant believed that, after such 
an act, the ash tree hud power to euro 
"sl!re\v strucl;" iii;ini:ils. and whenever 
iin animal hecanii' inactive or ;i littlo 
iiuiiil) in ils limbs il'-- owner iiunied to 
the "shrew ash," cut a switch from it 
and switclicfi tho "shrew struck" beast. 
The smarting canscd by the switching 
naturally made tlie helpless animal 
move ahuut. as niucli a'-! it ]ioss)bly could, 
and ill a short time it was ]irououuoed 
cured. — Philadelphia Times.

" Waif, till tbe snow commences to fly 
and then you'll see the crowds pouring 
this way. Just now they are holding 
down Skagway, talking considerably 
about what they're going to do and all 
the time knowing themselvea'they can't 
do it. Tbe whole aituation in a Butshell 
ie this : Tbe men that have tbe sand 
and the savee to go across the mountains 
are by this ^ime on the river or at the 
lakes; at any rate they are on the otlier 
end of the trail. Those that make up 
the population of Skagway now wouldn't 
be any good to themselveB as miners if 
they did get in. They're about ready to 
admit it lu tiienitiel ves, but they don't 
like the prospect of hearing what their 
friends will say wlien they do the right 
about and come home. And bo nov 
they're waiting at Skagway — for tbe first 
snow. That will put tbe' kiboBh on the 
Klondyke dream for tbe great maior 
ity." 

This is how Peter Anderson, an old 
Yukoner, who came down by the tjueen 
yesterday, explains the state of aflairaat 
the gateway to the pass. Ho was com- 
menting upon the comparatively tew re 
turning pilgrims on board, and this brief 
review of the aituation was explanatory. 

"There are u whole lot of sensible 
miners," he continued, " who feel just as 
I do about the Yukon country. It's a 
good part of the world to stay away 
from. I went there eleven years ago, 
and I know pretty near every part of the 
district. Talk about fortunes in'Stowart 
river, why it's been prospected clear up, 
and all it ever retui'ned in tho past iias 
been grub stake. You'll get ail sorts of 
stories of course about every creek in the 
Yukon valley, but mark my words the 
Stewart will prove a no-good stream in 
the end." 

" Say, did it over strike you aa pe 
euliar that none of tbe old-time miners 
of the North had a hand in the Klon- 
dyke money-making? Do you know 
how that was? NVhy, the prospectors 
were all out in tho hills when the finds 
were made by accident and hog luck 
A chap went up I3onanza to try and find 
a short cut over the hills and naturally 
tried the dirt he ran across. He got $3 
rim diggings and investigated. Id kept 
getting better— and there you are. 

" Whicli proves that it's better to be 
born lucky than industrious, for tiie 
news got to the settlement when only 
the inactive members of tiie population 
were at home. The men who put in the 
hard work of years looking for the gold 
are looking for it yet for the moat part. 
The fortune simply came to the 
people that weren't stirring them- 
selves, and of coarse they gathered 
it in. On the whole, it's as I 
said, a no-good country. Hundreds will 
starve to death this ' winter, and what 
fortunes that country has in the way of 
placer gold have pretty much all been 
landed already. 

"Claim? Well, yea, I have half in- 
terests in two or three that look fairly 
well, and may turn out eomething de- 
cent. I'm going back in the spring to 
work them for all there is in them." 

Had the tjueen not arrived yesterday 
there would have been many anxious 
hearts to-day in this city, in San Fran- 
cisco an('. along the Sound, for she was 
several tlaya behind her scheduled arrival 
date, and she uaually is reliable as the 
railroad. Captain Carroll aod bis first 
officer were nevertbeleBs a trifle surprised 
when told that their friends were be- 
coming uneasy. 

"There was no occasion for any 
alarm," said the Captain, " andnothinu 
in particular occurred to hold us back. 
It was just the fog that detained us a 
little." 

" Speaking about the gold that is piled 
likecordwood at Iiaweon,'' said the lirtt 
ollicer — although no one had even 
broached the alluring sulijrct— " I way 
talking a few days ago with a jnan who 
is putting in all his time on tlie Yukon 
at one thing or another, and was one of 
the very lirst to get into Dawson. I 
asked him if these stpries were true of 
the immense amount of treasure at the 
Ivlondyke town. He replied that if 
there was any gold piled up like cord- 
wood, he hadn't found the woodpile. To 
show you what kind of a place it is, he 
told me heliad plenty of difliculty in lais 
in { a few thousand dollars on s-onie of 
tiie best, claims in the phict — and then 
they charged him live per cent, a tnontli 
for tiie use of the money." 

" And did you lii'ui- about the Cliinc^'se 
conks ;'.t .luneau?" 

This time it was tho atewanl who was 
et)eaking and the item ol information 
was Btrictly in bis own particular lino. 

"No? Wei/, I'll tell you. You see, 
a cook named Sing Lee, "who had been 
working in Juneau for iflJO a month and 
ulad to get it, heard soniewliero tliat 
they were paying .t 1 5 a ilay to cooks in

Skagway. That's my graft, says he to 
himself, and he throws up his job on 
the spot and takes bis ticket for Skag- 
way. 

" Then every other pig-tailed chap in 
the place that can boil an egg or fry a 
slice of bacon, gets it in his head that 
Sing Lee had gone to Skagway to get $15 
a day. That settles it. The whole crowd 
pack off to Skagway, and when they get 
there thoy find that the ' no Chinese 
need apply ' goes there in everything, 
and they're lucky to get out of the camp. 

" In tbe meantime, the first of the 
winter crowd from Skagway gets into 
Juneau, and for want of something bet- 
ter to All in time with, these white men 
get the Obinauien'a billets. 

"Labor of all kinds will anrfeit the 
market at Juneau this winter, for a good 
share of the Klondykers that are stuck 
at Skagway will put in time until spring 
at ' tho city.' Every hotel in the place 
was full up when the Queen sailed, and 
the rush had not yet fairly commenced." 

Barton E.Bennett, the proeeculing at- 
torney for the state of Alaska, and Mar- 
shal .lameaM. Shoupe, came down by 
the Queen, the latter with the the object 
of removine his wife and family, now in 
Seattle, to their new homo under the 
Arctic stars. Mr. Bennett, who is here 
on private business, is a notable man 
in connection with Northern affairs, and 
is doing no small part in the preserva- 
tion of law and good order during these 
days of excitement. He is, by the way, 
the only Democratic appointee still re- 
taining office in the territory, and he was 
the first representative of United States 
justice to secure a conviction for murder 
in an Alaskan court. 

This was in thecaee of Threo-I''ingercd 
Charlie, which is up for re-trial at the 
term of court opening in Sitka during 
early November. It is a celebrated case, 
and the facts are briefly these. A white 
whiskey smuggler had come down from 
Checuii with considerable money aiui 
added to his funds the profits from sev- 
eral transactions with the tribe to which 
Charlie belongs. When he was ready to 
go away, Charlie and another Indian 
known asTakke begged a trip to Juneau, 
and en route thither the white man was 
killed, Three-Fingered Charlie shooting 
him from behind and Takkeflnishing the 
murder with a hatchet. On the snbse- 
quont apprehenaion of tbe two Indians, 
Takke confessed the whole terrible trans- 
action and was sentenced to ten years at 
San Quentin, which he is now serving. 
Three Fingered Obarlie was also con- 
victed but applied for a new trial, and 
this, upon some technicality, has been 
granted. 

There are six other murder cases on 
the docket for this approaching session 
of court, the best known of these heiui; 
those in which Schell and Slim Birch 
will be put on trial for their lives. The 
latter, atrange as it may seem, has been 
very much lionized of late among the 
miners, and Kid Birch, his brother, suc- 
ceeded in raising :|;1,000 for the defence 
fund on tbe Klondyke alone. This fund 
now amoantB to $7,000 or laore, and the 
beat of counsel available, including Col 
James Hamilton of Seattle, have been re 
tained, 

Sir. Bennett says that aside from the 
Klondyke, the mininc fields that are 
most interesting Alaska at tbe. proFent 
time are situated on the southern side of 
Prince William Sound, and conaift 
chiefly of copper containing about $5 in 
gold to the ton. The ore body is said to 
be quite extensive, and a number of 
miners are working in that direction. 
Others are steadily developing Cook In- 
let; while still others are investigatintr 
the character and extent of the recently 
discovered minerals on Copper river. 
Mining is the sole industry of Alaska at 
present worth taking into account, for 
the salmon fishing this year has been a 
Hat and conspicuous failure, 

Ex-Congressman Taylor, of Indiana, 
IS one representative American who has 
every confidence in the permanent min- 
eral resources of the far north, and yet 
also has no desire for the Klondyke at 
present. He is a heavy shareholder in 
the Jualin ^Mining Co., and has juat re- 
turned from a visit to the company's 
property near Juneau. He expresses 
himself as well satisfied with this — as 
well as another piece of i)roi)erty of 
which ho has just become tlie owner. 

"Soapy" Smith and Jack Jolly are 
two fellow-passengers with Hon. Mr. 
Taylor, but less representative citizens. 
Smith IB an old-time Denver aport and 
the iiroprietor of numerous "games " in 
Colorado until the simultaneous coming 
in of Governor Waite and going out of 
licensed gambling. Since then be has 
been something of a rolling stone, al- 
though not without acquiring consider- 
able moss, of the long green variety. 
Itecently he has been illustrating how it

IB poBsible for a man to make a fortune 
without going to the Klondyke, his 
" sure-thing " games at Skagway having 
made for him $-.'0,000. Hearing while 
in Juneau ten daya ago that Prose- 
cuting Attorney Bennett had declared all 
the games at Skagway under the ban. 
Smith promptly closed out his business 
interests and came south for the winter. 

James S. Esbey-Smith, still another 
pasaenger by the Queen, is the examiner 
of the state department who has been 
busy during the past month in visiting 
the marahalB, United States attorneys, 
judgea and varioua commiaaioneia of 
Alaska. 

Fred. G, White, formerly manager of 
the district telegraph office in thia city, 
and now a member of the produce firm 
of White & Blackett of Skagway, came 
by the just arrived ateamer from that 
city of a day. He haa little to add of 
the progress of Victoria's Klondyke 
brigade, and came homo for the winter 
simply because it is much preferable to 
spending the cold months at the foot of 
the mountains. 

James Sallee, who during two terras 
represented King county in the legisla 
ture of the State of Washington, ia home 
again, the difficulties of the path to the 
Yukon having proved too heavy for him 
This is his second unsuccessful attempt 
to reach the upper Yukon, be having 
started out with the Bame objective 
point two years ago — with equally un- 
satisfactory result. 

John M. Smith, the United States 
OommiBsioner at Skagway, realizes per- 
fectly now what a land ofHcobusincss' 
amounts to. He has harvested over $10,. 
000 in recording and transfer fees since 
the overland rush to the placer grounds 
commenced, and there are other sources 
of revenue to be taken into account. 

A very fair idea of the condition of 
things at Skagway is given by Herman 
Kohlund, a returned Seattleite, who ia 
author of the prediction that not more 
than one-tenth of those who started out 
from Skagway or Dyea will ever seethe 
great river of the north. No one '. 
yet got in by the White Pasa 
with an outfit, he says, who did not 
start provided with horses and equipped 
in every way for hard work. And no 
one who has not already started down 
tbe river will get into Dawson this year, 
for there was four feet of auow on the 
mountaina on the 11th of thIa month and 
a storm raging, while ice had already 
formed on the lakes and rivers. 

Preparations for winter were well ad- 
vanced at Skagway when he took pass- 
age by the t^ueen, over a hundred 
shacks and log cabins having been run 
up in a single week. Prices had fallen 
to bedrock — both for labor and all 
classes of necesBaries. 

Horses, for example, which one month 
ago were in strong demand at frona ^100 
to $'J00 each, are now freely offered for a 
ifb bank note. Those who cannot sell 
their horses will probably slaughter 
them and smoke tbe lleFh. for 
winter use, the expectation be- 
ing that even this class of diet 
will be acceptable before the frigid term 
ia over. Prices at Skagway as a general 
thing rule tnucb the aame as in Victoria 
now, which — aa no stock can be bought 
there as cheaply ns in Victoria — means 
that the merchants of the little city of 
tents are content with small protits. 

E. M. Lysons, another returned Se- 
attleite, estimates that there were 80 in 
all in the Queen's contingent of discour- 
aged gold seekers, he himself being one 
of the number. He had got as lar as 
Lake Lindeman, going in by tbe Chil- 
coot trail anil coining out by Skagway— 
and linding the lormer route much tlio 
preferable of the two. At tlie lake ho 
received the information that not more 
than one hundred had got through witli 
their outfits over the White Pass, while 
300 or more people had settled them- 
selves in camp at the lake for the winter. 
A few were counting upon portaging 
to Lake Bennett, and hoping to get 
through from there this fall before tho 
waterways solidify. 

J. J. CarBcadden,of Portland, the erst- 
while jovial proprietor of the PioncLM 
and Kloudyko restaurants at Skagway 
will reach his home to-morrow, well 
satisfied with his experience of Skagway 
and eipially well eatislied to bid it good- 
bye now that all tho money to be maile 
there haa been made— for this year ai 
all events. Wlieii he opened hia canvas 
walled provision palace there was only 
one oilier restaurant in tli<! camp and 
any kind of a meal sold for ?;l — lireail 
being worth 2b cents a loaf and hard tn 
get at that. Now there are ihirtv-livi 
restaurants and the day of tbe 15 cunt 
dinner Ib at hand.
